Seleetmen’s Report. 


To the Citizens and Taxpayers of Bethlehem: 


We herewith submit our report of the affairs of the 
town for the fiscal year ending February 15, 1,05. 

In endeavoring to discharge our duties in a business- 
like method, faithfully and impartially, we have only fol- 
lowed the example of our predecessors in office, and the re- 
sult of our efforts, as shown in the detailed accounts follow- 
ing, showing how your money has been expended, we 
trust may meet your approval. 

Realizing that there was need of equalization of the 
valuation of certain kinds of property as heretofore assessed, 
your board endeavored to impartially remedy this inequal- 
ity, according to our best information and judgment, re- 
sulting in a large increase in the valuation of the town, 
and a satisfactory adjustment to nearly all affected thereby. 

We have paid and destroyed $1,180.00 in bonds and 
coupous, leaving but $900.00 in. bonded indebtedness 
against the town. ‘There has been expended $1,200.00 for 
the Main street surface drain, which was deemed advisable, 
although there was no special appropriation therefor; 
$250.00 upon the Deerfield road, which we considered ex- 
pedient under existing conditions; $350.co for widening 
and filling the long hill west of Bethlehem village; $235.00 
for a retaining wall and culvert near Elisha Swett’s, and 
$50.00 for a piece of land on"Agassiz street for town use. 

There is due S. D. Tilton, according to our estimates, 
the sum of $775.00 for concrete work, and for which we 
have tried to obtain an itemized bill before closing the ac- 
counts of the year, but for some unknown reason, have as 
yet been unable to secure it. ‘The amount as estimated is 
entered in the liabilities. : 

“It has cost the town annually from $15.00 to $25.00 for 
several successive years to clear the River road of ice, re- 
sulting from the ice-jam each sjring. We believe this jam 
is caused by the dam of the Bethlehem Electric Light Co., 
atid that said corporation should pay the expenses resulting

therefrom. We have been unable as yet to reach a satis- 
_ factory adjustment of this claim, but hope to be able todo 
so at an early date. | 

We regret the practically total loss by wind of our 
town store house, and recommend, when rebuilt, that it be 
done in a more substantial manner. 

There are no outstanding orders, and so far as we 
know, all bills against the town have been paid with the 
one exception mentioned above.

AUIVINUAL REPORT 


OF -THE 


TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT 


FOR THE FISCAL 


YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY 15, 190s. 


To the Citizens and Taxpayers of Town School District : 


We herewith submit our report relative to the schools 
of the district for the past year. 

Realizing our lack of experience, your board, consisting 
of two new members, and one with but a year in office, en- 
deavored to familiarize themselves with the existing con- 
ditions, and to ascertain where improvement could be 
made that would be both practicable and beneficial. To 
accomplish this result, we have spent considerable time: 
First, in inspecting your property to ascertain the repairs 
needed, the books and supplies contained in each school, 
and informing ourselves in a general way as tothe duties 
called upon to perform. Second, in visiting the school as 
a board and consulting together, possible means of raising 
the existing standard. By reason of experience and inform- 
ation gained in so doing, and with the present condition 
of the schools, we feel that during the present year the re- 
quired two visits per term will not necessitate the attend- 
ance of the full board excepting ina possible emergency. 
Like all in similar positions, we have been confronted by 
the educational problem common in most rural districts 
today, viz.: -how to obtain satisfactory results for the 
money expended in the districts having but small registra- 
tion, further hampered by irregular attendance. In these 
small schools registering from six to ten scholars, the lack 
of inspiration which comes from healthy competition makes 
itself apparent in the work of pupils and teacher. By 
keeping in touch with these schools, making from time to 
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time such suggestions as seemed helpful, and by: supplying 
such supplementary books as our finances allowed, we 
have tried to keep the scholars interested and to create in 
them an ambition to perfect themselves in their daily work. 
W hile we confess to being far from satisfied, we do feel that 
improvement has been made, which we trust may be more 
marked in the future. 

It will be seen that we have expended a larger amount 
for salaries of teachers than has been customary. This 
was necessary to secure competent and experienced teach- 
ers, especially for some of the larger schools, and we be- 
lieve to be simply a business proposition. It can hardly 
be expected that in one year all of our teachers should 
prove as capable as we desire them to be, but are satisfied 
that a large percentage of the number have been efficient 
aud faithful, uid accomplished gocd, conscientious work. 

Regarding repairs, we have expended about $140.00, 
which includes shingling the Sawyer and South road school 
houses, but it is imperative that considerable more in the 
way of repairs be laid out during the ensuing year to prop- 
erly preserve your property. The school houses at the 
Junction and the Hollow must be reshingled at an early 
date, and several of the buildings need painting very badly, 
while the foui dations of many of them are ina dilapidated 
condition. We recommend an increase in the appropria- 
tion for repairs for the ensuing year.. The average annual 
expense for repairs during the past ten years is $172 00. 
We have purchased books and supplies, including three 
sets of cabinet maps, amounting in all to $228.65. The 
average annual expenditure for these items during the past 
ten years has been $278.00. 

The teachers are calling, and. we believe with good 
reason, for some changes in our present text-books. I=fan 
exchange of one such book can be arranged advantageous- 
ly we feel it would result in greater efficiency in that 
branch of study. 

Your board has been called upon to pay the sum of 
$471.08 for tuitions, as shown below, of which $405.88 was 
for pupils’ attendance at High schools, and against which 
should be credited the sum of $202:11 in rebates received 
from the state treasurer. Finally, while the schools have 
cost more totally than for years past, the rate of taxation, 
30 cents o1 $100, is lower than for the past ten years, we 
believe, and therefore no extra burden has been borne.
